Of the above-mentioned Fees, the sum of £.300 per annum has been paid 
by Mr. Fleetwood to Sir Charles Vernon, Joint Usher, under an agreement between 
them ; and the residue has been retained by Mr. Fleetwood for his own use. he 
having alone discharged all the duties of said Office. 

The Particular Services on which the Fees received by the Usher were 
charged, and the Amount charged on each, were as follows :

Out of the above Fees on Answers, the Tipstaff receives 6| </. on each, for his 
time and trouble in conveying it to the Filacer’s O ffice to be filed.

THE foregoing Return does not comprehend the Sums received by the Usher on account of 
the Chief Baron, the Barons, the Crier or Chief Baron’s Clerk, nor certain Sums received from 
the Suitors of the Court, by long, and as the Usher believes, immemorial usage, under the title of 
Box -money, and which has been all received for and applied to charitable purposes. For the 
better collection of, and for his trouble in collecting and distributing this charitable Fund, 
Mr. Fleetwood has received a poundage of 25. 8 {d. in the pound, which, however, he does 
not consider as an emolument belonging to his office of Usher, but merely allowed him as an 
Agent employed in such collection and distribution, both of which were attended with con- 
siderable trouble. 

In consequence of the Order of the Honourable the House of Commons of the 27th of June 
1821, the Usher has thought it his duty to finish and forward this Return with all possible 
expedition, and even hurry ; and if in consequence of this haste, it be in any degree imperfect, 
he will, of course, on the pleasure of the House being notified to him, endeavour to the best 
of his skill to supply all deficiencies; for which, if any such be found, he humbly hopes that 
jn the mean time indulgent allowance will be made.
